The controversy over the subject ol 
the conservation of natural resources 
las broken out afresh, and it is free 
ly adm itted by leaders of the admin 
[Stratton that the president will soon 
ie presented with the alternative ot 
lispensing with the services of Cif 
ford Pinehot, chief forester of the gov­ 
ernment, or accepting the resignation 
if Richard A. Ballinger, secretary of 
the interior d ep artu res. 
The m ost sensational political de- 
relopment of the day is the report, 
fiven with great circum stantial detail, 
that friends of Theodore Roosevelt 
ire determ ined that, he shall lead his 
ja rty in the national campaign of 1912. 


Names Not Made Public. 
Vhlle nam es are withheld, the infer- 
jnce is strong that this alleged move- 
lent has the support of men who 
vere prom inent in the former admin­ 
istration, among them Jam es R. Gar- 
leld of Ohio, ex-seeretary of the in­ 
terior, Gilford Pinehot, and many oth­ 
ers who either hold good positions un- 
ler Mr. Roosevelt or vho were close­ 
ly affiliated with him in a political 
ray. 
Back of the row over conservation, 
It is charged, is a force that augurs 
111 for Mr. Taft. 
Tt is said to be noth­ 
ing more or less than a purpose to 
priitg Mr. Roosevelt forward as an 
jpponent of the president in the Re- 
luhlican national convention of 1912. 
Certain m em bers of Mr. T aft’s cabi­ 
net believe the report connecting Mr. 
toosevelt’s name with the presidential 
lomination. 
While they adm it that 
the movement is as yet unorganized 
md is not m arked by concert of ac­ 
tion on the part of forces that are be­ 
lie v e d lo be determ ined to discredit 
the T aft adm inistration, they view Hie 
mtlook with a good deal of alarm. 
A dm inistration leaders who could

W ashington, Nov. l l .—The govern­ 
m ent has tackled the problem of a 
perm anent population for the Panam a 
canal zone. 
It has chosen W illiam A. 
Taylor, who is in charge of the field 
investigations 
iii 
pomology, 
depart­ 
m ent of agriculture, and H. H. Ben­ 
nett of the bureau of soils, to make 
a trip of inspection. 
I hey will leave 
W ashington for the Isthm us Nov. lo. 
Mr. Taylor secured his early expe­ 
rience in fruit growing on a farm in 
Michigan. 
The direct purpose in sending agri 
cultural experts to the canal zone is 
to develop knowledge regarding crops 
which can be raised on the Isthm us 
in intensive farming. 
The canal zone 
is suited to tropical fruits, and will 
have the inestim able advantage th at 
it will be on the m ain highway of the 
world. 
Now this agricultural development 
of the Isthm us is im portant enough in 
itself, but from the national stand­ 
point is cf little consequence com­ 
pared w ith the question of the per­ 
m anent population of the canal zone. 
The Isthm ian canal zone presently 
will become the m ost strategic bit of 
dirt under the flag of the United 
States, if not in the whole world. Its 
possession, if insured to the United 
S tates under all contingencies, will 
m ean the control of the A tlantic and 
Pacific. It will give the United States, 
!n effect, two navies where it now 
has one. 
But if through the m isfor­ 
tunes of war that canal should go in­ 
to hostile hands, it would become a 
doubly effective agency of this coun­ 
try ’s destruction. 
Of course, soldiers will be there; 
lots of them. 
There will be 14 inch 
guns, too, mounted on disappearing 
carriages and sheltered behind hills 
of sand and concrete. 
But the point with the United States 
is w hether it cannot have also a patri­ 
otic auxiliary arm y close at hand. 
It 
would like to have the canal zone 
peopled with whites in whose hearts 
will be such fervor for the Stars and 
Stripes that, if trouble comes, they 
will rush to the canal’s defense, at 
w hatever risk to 
themselves. 
And 
such a citizen army, akin to the na 
tlonal guard of the states, would be 
a great steadying influence in tim es 
when the excitable South Am erican 
tem peram ent stirs up revolutions in 
the territory near at hand.

made an offer to give Jeffries $10,000 
as a gift if he will fight ten rounds 
w ith Al Kaufmann w ithin ninety days. 


Combine Alleged to Have Fleeced the 


Government Out of an 
Enormous 


Amount of Money— Asserted That 


Peculations 
Have 
Been 
Going on 


for at Least Twenty Years— Federal 


Employes Also Accused. 


New York, Nov. ll.—The Sun in an 
article covering the entire first page 
and a column and a half on the second 
page, declares the sugar tru st has stol­ 
en $30,000,000 from the U nited States. 
The introduction, which follows, cov­ 
ers briefly the main points of the de­ 
tailed story; 
“The sugar trust has stolen bodily 
and 
enormously 
from 
the 
United 
States treasury for at least tw enty 
years. 
It stole with the assistance 
of officers employed by the United 
States. 
It was nursed and protected 
in Its stealing by powerful politicians. 
“The facts show th at the sugar tru st 
could not have stolen upw ards of $30,- 
000,000 
w ithout the 
cognizance 
of 
treasury officials and the patronage of 
politicians. 
“The same cargoes w ere weighed 
and underweighed. 
The tru st paid 
freight on the actual weight. 
It paid 
duties on the underweight. 
It stole 
from 5 to IO per cent of the duty on 
every cargo. 
“The trust tried to blackmail the 
carders 
of 
cargoes 
by 
pretended 
evaporation of sugar. 
It weakened 
when the carriers threatened to tell 
the truth. 
It succeeded in part of its 
blackmail, because the carriers feared 
they would be driven out of business. 
“Shippers of sugar the world over 
knew of this robbery. 
C arriers knew 
it. 
W eighers knew it. 
Officials with­ 
in the custom house itself m ust have 
known it. 
The sugar tru st silenced 
revelations.’’ 
Special agents of the treasury de­ 
partm ent, it was learned, are investi­ 
gating the im portations and customs 
paym ents of the Am erican Tobacco 
company, known as the Tobacco trust, 
and of Arbuckle brothers, sugar and 
coffee m erchants. 
By reason of a new regulation the 
examination of imported tobacco in 
the appraisers’ stores in New York 
and also by the activity of a newly ap­ 
pointed examiner, the paym ents of 
duties by the tobacco tru st have been 
increased $100,000 in the past six 
■weeks. 


COMPROMISE BY MRS. EDDY 


Trustees Issue a Statement Showing 
Settlement W ith Sons. 
Boston, Nov. ll.—Effectually block­ 
ing a threatened w ar over the mil­ 
lions said to have been am assed by 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy as head of the 
Christian Science church, the trustees 
of the aged leader of the cult issued 
a statem ent in which she said her two 
sons, one adopted, have effected a 
compromise by which Mrs. Eddy will 
be free to leave her w ealth as she 
chooses. 
This sensation came a t the conclu­ 
sion of a long and bitter litigation, in 
the course of which Mrs. Eddy was 
forced to subm it to an exam ination as 
to her sanity. 
The statem ent of the 
Eddy trustees reads: 
“A family settlem ent betw een Mrs. 
Baker Eddy and George Glover, her 
son, and Ebenezer J. Foster Eddy (an 
adopted son"), has been concluded, and 
the deeds evidencing the term s of set­ 
tlem ent delivered. 
U nder these ar­ 
rangem ents, George W. Glover and his 
family receive $245,000 and Ebenezer 
J. Foster Eddy, $45,000. 
The sons, in 
receipt for this consideration, have 
agreed to relinquish all th eir rights. 
or prospective rights, or interest, in 
their m other’s estate.”

Bismarck, N. D, Nov. ll.—Passing 
all of the favorites in the United 
S tates senatorial race Fountain 
L. 
Thompson, a private citizen of Cando 
and a dark horse, won the prize in the 
stretch. 
The appointm ent of Mr. Thompson 
to succeed the late Senator M. N. 
Johnson was announced from the gov­ 
ernor’s office. 
Thompson was a comparative dark 
horse in the race. 
He has not been 
reckoned as among the leaders of the 
Democracy on the state, his activities 
naving been largely confined to Tow­ 
ner county, w here he has been a mem­ 
ber of the board of township super­ 
visors. 
He is a close personal friend of the 
governor, and it is said that he was 
turned to as an appointee after it 
was seen th at the Democratic leaders 
of the state were hopelessly divided 
as to a choice for the senatorship. His 
claims have been urged only within 
the past day oi so by a delegation 
from Towner county, consisting of J. 
V. Brooke, Alex Currie and Thomas i 
Conyers. 
Mr. Thompson was born in Scotts­ 
ville, 111., in 1354, and has lived in 
North Dakota twenty-one years as 
farm er, banker and land man. 


TWO ROBBERS ARE CAPTURED 


The Third Is Relieved to Have Been 


Killed.

Y„ Nov. ll.—An at­ 
te.*.pt to rob the New York Central 
train No. 24. the American Express, 
between 
Lyons and this city, was 
frustrated and two men were arrest­ 
ed at the point of guns. 
A third is 
believed to have fallen under the train 
and been killed. 
The two men arrested said they 
were George W illiams, aged eighteen, 
and Frank Brown, aged sixteen, and 
th at they resided in Buffalo. 
The Am erican Express generally is 
laden with silks and other valuable 
goods consigned by shippers in New 
Orleans and other cities to New Eng­ 
land m erchants. 
A car on the train was looted of sev­ 
eral hundred dollars’ worth of silks 
four weeks ago, and two weeks ago 
New York Central Detectives William 
H ennessy and Frank Boquard were 
ordered to ride the train between 
Buffalo and this city. 
Both were well 
armed. 
W hen the train stopped at Lyons 
the detectives and Express Messenger 
Beard noticed three men with a large 
electric flash light walking along the 
tracks examining the cars. W hen they 
reached the car in which were the 
officers they mounted the steps and 
waited for the train to pull out. 
The locomotive was soon speeding a 
mile a m inute and the men with a 
skeleton key turned the lock. 
A large 
chain still held the door, and this was 
soon pulled from the woodwork by a 
clawhammer. 
Twc men entered the car and were 
quickly covered by the officers’ guns 
and ordered to throw up their hands. 
Too surprised to move, they failed to 
obey. 
A second order was effective 
and the prisoners were shackled. 
A 
search was made for the third man, 
but no trace of him could be found.
